An Uncelebrated Centenary. 


Amongst the centenaries of the present 
year, this month brings to Paris one 
which will, most certainly, not be cele- 
brated. It is that of the terrible cholera 
invasion, which struck the French capital 
im the late March of 1832; ran for six 
months, and, out of a population of 
650,000, made over 18,000 victims. The 
quarter which was most severely stricken 
was the Faubourg St. Germain, especially 
the Rue de Sévres. Curiously enough, 
the epidemic raged far more furiously on 
the left bank than on the right, and one 
famous beauty of the period, who had a 

itious dread of the malady, moved 
in July from the Rue de Sévres to the Rue 
de le Paix. So great was the dread in- 
spired by the scourge that even the at- 
tendance at the opera was affected, and 
the receipts fell in a single night from 
8,000 francs to a bare 500. The epidemic, 
which had broken out in India fifteen 
rs before, came to France by way of 
ussia and Northern Europe. London 
was hit earlier in the year, but far less 
violently than Paris. 


The Portland Vase. 


I see that the Portland Vase, which 
was withdrawn from sale at Christie’s in 
1029 after 29,000 guineas had been offered, 
has now been restored to its former place 
ih the British Museum. The price offered 
was far below the reserve placed on this 
famous piece of glass-ware, which is said 
to be 1,900 years old, and was found 
during the pontificate of Urban VIII. 
(1623-1644) in a marble sarcophagus at 
the Monte del Grano, near Rome. It was 

urchased in 1770 by Sir William 

amilton, and in 1787 by the Portland 
family, who deposited it in the Gold Room 
of ‘the British Museum in 1810. The 
classical figure subjects which adorn the 
Portland Vase are cut in cameo style in 
an outer layer of opaque white glass on 
a dark blue ground. The whole ornament 
is ten inches high, and is the finest speci- 
men of its kind in existence. Only two 
others are said to approach it in beauty— 
an amphora in Naples and the Auldjo 
Vase—but there are several fragments of 
the same kind of glass. The Portland 
Vase was smashed to pieces by a lunatic 
iú 1835, but was put together so skilfully 
that only experts could detect the restora- 
tion.

**CONGRESS DANCES" AT 
THE METROPOLE.

The ' Dancing Congress” of Vienna, 
which, in its diplomatic and political aspects, 
did so much to re-make Europe at the end 
of the Napoleonic wars, should have sug- 
gested itself to the great spectacular direc- 
tors of Hollywood long ago, but it is one of 
the minor mercies that it was reserved for 
the more dignified genius of Pommer and 
Charell in the U_F.A. studios in Berlin. 
Everything that the scenarist could desire 
might have been found in the Congress of 
Vienna—colour, vivacity, great personages, 
political intrigue, the fate of a continent, 
dancing, singing, and love-making. In 
‘Congress Dances,"’ which opens its Dublin 
season at the Metropole Cinema this week, 
the fate of Europe is merely the — 
background for a light love affair, for much 
singing and dancing, and some fine pageantry. 
Another, and possibly a mor’ satisfying, film 
ean still be made about that famous Congress, 
but nothing can be more gratifying to the

A TSAR'S LOVE-MAKING. 

The Congress of the title is the Congress 
ef Vienna which met in 1815 to decide the 
fate of Napoleon, then an exile in Elba. The 
monarchs, diplomats, and generals of Europe 
were os á in the Austrian capital. and 
before this background of authentic history 
is preswnted a fairy-tale version of the love 
of the Tsar Alexander I. for a little Viennese 
shop-girl. History 1s soon dissolved in the

STONE AGE FINDS IN 
THE DECCAN. 


From Revtrer’s CoRnresPonpenr. 
MY SORK, Monday. 
Relics of a race that lived in the Deccan 
6,000 years ago, who made pottery with re- 


siderable degree of culture, have been 
discovered in the Chandravalli valley, near 
Chitaldrug. 

Six different levels, each marking a ground- 
surface on which an ancient Bad 
lived, were revealed by excavations. The 
most recent stratum was 800 years old: the

In this lowest stratum pottery and other 
relics of the Stone and Iron Ages were found.

working week should be limited to a maximum 
of forty hours im the case of day workers, 
and, in the case of process and shift workers, 
to a working week of five shifts of eight hours, 
without any reduction in the weekly wage, 
and with the reduction of overtime to work of 
agreed urgency. 

“ The conference is further of the opinion 
that modern methods of production have so 
speeded up labour operations, that the nerve 
strain imposed — workers is inimical 
to health and iency. This conference is, 
therefore, of opinion that as a matter of poli 
a shorter working week should be instit : 
thereby assisting in the solution of the present 
problem of unemployment, and at the same 
time easing such tension and nerve strain. 

“This conference calls upon the Govern- 
ment to introduce legislation to shorten the 
working week as indicated, and requests the 
Executive to start a campaign for its adop- 


tion.”

British Poultry Farmers. 


The National Poultry Council has 
placed before the Minister cf Azriculture 
some high! interesting proposzls with re- 


gerd to the importation of eggs. It is. 


urged that a quota shall be considered 
for imported eggs, and that there shall 
be restrictions on the importation of 
frozen liquid eggs. Further suggestions 
are that imported cold-stored produce 
shall bear a mark which would enable 
its descriptions to be recognised easily. 
and that the marking of imported eggs 
and poultry with the country of origin 
shall be required. It is Lelieved that the 
Government will be favourably disposed 
to measures which are desizned to assist 
British poultry farmers. The Minister 
for Agriculture intends to make further 
inquiries on the plans likely to be adopted. 


The Police System. 


The Government is considering the de- 
sirability of amending the police system 
in Great Britain by abolishing some of the 
smaller forces and amalgamating them 
into larger units. Thus, it presumes, a 
greater degree of uniformity of adminis- 
tration may be effected. In addition to 
closer co-ordination, it is maintained that 
the plan will enable substantial economies 
to be brought into operation. It is agreed 
that present-day criminals work on a 
wider scale and over much larger areas 
now than they did when the present police 
system was adopted, and that changes are 
necessary to counteract their efforts. 
Before it decides upon an amalgamation 
scheme the Government intends to appoint 
a Select Committee to inquire into the 
subject.

“The 
Sanctuary, Cousins’ss home, is only four 
hundred yards from the village, and he 
left Reilly at the gateway, and turned to 
open the gate, which gives on to a lane- 
way one hundred yards long leading up to 
the house, Reilly going on up the road. 
As Cousins stood with the gate half open, 
his form thrown in relief against the 
white pillars of the gateway, he was shot 
with a shotgun from a short range. 

Reilly immediately ran back and found 
Cousins lying on the ground, wounded 
severely in the abdomen.

Despite the fact that he flew virtually 
without sleep, Mollison failed to achieve 
his drastic schedule of four days for the 
flight.

ANCIENT REFUGE 
THROWN OPEN.

MADRID, Monday. 

After having been carefully guarded from 
the eves of the world for centuries, the 
Convent of “Las Huelgas,” at Burgos, 
vaich in former ages was a place of refuge 
and solace for princesses and other ladies of 
high rank, has been thrown open. to the 
pubiic. Princesses who entered the convent 
were allowed to take their own maids wita 
them. They were provided with comfortable 
cells, and had their own kitchens: - The 
prioress of the convent wielded vast power. 
She was virtually the ruler of an area whica 
included some fifty-one towns. She had the 
right to appoint the Mayors and other civic 
functionaries in these towns. Criminal and 
civil jurisdiction were also under her control.

sleigh. Pedals like “ose on old motor 
j ears govern its motion backwards and for- 
wards, compressed air, which can lighten 
its weight or increase it by letting in water 
as ballast or forcing it out, governs iis 
motion upwards and downwards, and com- 
pressed air by the same means can tilt it 
forwards and . 

The pedals are connected to two electric 
motors of three horse-power, each attached to 
propellers at the stern, and the submarine 
to skate along the ocean floor 
or through the black depths 800 feet beneath 
thé surface at two miles an hour. 

Captain Kulik says that the operator of 
this. new .diving. bell. will receive an air 
supply from the bell itself; the compressed 
air which serves to offset the terrific pressure 
of the sea wil] be de id upon to pro- 
vide, through a new apparatus, air 
| breathing, too 

The operator will sit in the front in a 
kind of cockpit; windows on three sides and 
specially constructed incandescent lamps will 
enable his vision to penetrate sixty feet 
into the ocean darkness. Steel arms ter- 
minating in great claws protrude from the 
front, and are moveable, so that they may 
be used in pearl fishing and scientific re- 
search and laying cables.

Dr. Conant reported the discoveries to the 


| New York Section of the American Chemical 


Society. His address was in response to the 
award to him of one of chemistry’s highest 
American honours. the Nichols medal. 

‘* Every cell that contains chlorophyll,” said 
Dr. Conant, “‘is able to absorb the energy 
of sunlight and in some mysterious way to 
use this energy for the conversion of carbon 
dioxide (carbonic acid gas) of the air into 
sugar, starch and proteins. 


LIFE, 


“This process is called photosynthesis, and 
on it depends all the life of this planet, since 
colourless plants like fungi, as well as 
animals, live on the accumulated organic com- 
pounds synthesized by green plants by photo- 
synthesis. 

“How it acts and what is the chemistry 
of photosynthesis are two questions that can- 
not be answered at present. Possibly after 
the structure of chlorophy!! has been deter- 
mined in all its details we may be able to 
answer these questions, at least in part.” 

Dr. Conant credited numerous famous 
scientists by name with chlorophyll dis- 
coveries, paving the way for the final work 
now going on. : 


WHY PLANTS ARE GREEN, 


These previous discoveries showed that the 
green substance is related closely to the red 
pigment of blood. Both the chlorophyll and 
the red blood hemoglobin are compounrs 
built up from porphyrins. The word por- 
phyrin describes a special arrangement of 
atoms; just as dwelling house describes & 
type of building distinguished from a com- 
mercial structure. The pioneers proved also 
that there are two kinds of chlorophyll, A 
and B, always present in all plants. Further- 
more, the yellow pigment xanthophyll and 
the yellow pigment carotin, the mother of 
the vitamin A, are also always associated 
with the green material. 

Thus far chemists have been unable to 
synthesize chlorophyll. Mr. E. C. C. Baily, 
of London, has produced a sugar-like sub- 
stance by use of light, carbon dioxide and 
water. Synthesis will give science the samo 
tool the plants possess, and synthesis should 
be possible soon owing partly to the Har-
